Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 6, lines 2-7, filed 10/31/07, with respect to Gerion, and 
page 7, lines 10-14, filed 10/31/07, with respect to Torimoto, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Claims 2-3 are thus allowed. The prior art does not teach or suggest to set a 
wavelength of monochromatic light to be shorter than a wavelength of absorption edge of the 
semiconductor nanoparticles having at least one desired size as to dissolve and peel the surface 
of the nanoparticles by size-selective photoetching, as in the context of claims 2-3.
